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School Report. 


This is the close of my third year of connection with the 
schools in this town. 

It affords me much pleasure to witness improvement of 
the children, in the several schools, to see their minds unfold 
and grasp new ideas and stuidies. 

The improvement has been satisfactory, when. the pupils 
have been regularly, but too many have been, or not, as it 
happened. Parents do yourealize how much yourchildren lose 
in this way? I think not, or you would be more careful that 
they did not lose a day, sickness excepted, 

The pupils have been diligent, faithful and courteous, as 
far as I could see at all times. 

I know them all now, and they know me, and I am more 
and more interested in them the longer I look after their in- 
terests. 

We have had good faithful teachers, the past year, I will 
not except any, for I am convinced that all tried, and did 
their best. They have responded cheerfally to all suggestions 
for the children’s benefit. They have been thorough, and 
some have worked very hard, for which I respect and thank 
them. 

We have maintained seven schools for the past year. 

There have been 109 pupils enrolled for the vear and 18 
have been on the roll of honor all three terms. We have given 
them 166 weeks, or averaging 23 5-7 weeks to each school. 
The teacher was sich the last of the winter term in the 
“Buffalo” school, and 1% weeks will he schooled outin the 
spring. 

We have put new readers in all the schools and histories in 
two, and hope to put histories in the rest, and spellers in all, 
the coming year, and what other improvements seem best. 

Just give us money enough for thirty weeks in each school, 
and you will see much better results. 
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We have thought it best to maintain the seven schools in- 
stead of spending the money for carrying them. It is hard for 
small scholars to make so long a day as they would be obliged 
to if carried. 

In closing, let me say: Many of our parents lack interest 
o1 they would visit the schools more. It encourages the 
scholars and teachers to have the parents go in and hear them 
recite. I hope you will all try and do better in this respect, as 
our children are to fill our places in a few years. I wish they 
might be able to do better than we do. 

Thanking pareuts, teachers and scholars tor their kindness 
at all times, and hoping to renew our relations inthe spring»
